The physicians of Honolulu are now 


required to report to the Board of 
Health all contagious diseases they 
are called to attend. Blanks for this 
purpose have been sent to all physi- 
cians In Honolulu and the returns 
show an alarming number of tubercu- 
losis cases. 


From the Victoria Hospital, which is 


specially set apart for the reception 
and treatment of consumptives or 
other Incurable diseases, the reports 
show that nineteen patients have pthl- 
sls. Of this- number five are Hawail- 
ans, five Japanese, 
two British, two 


South Sea Islanders, one Chinese, one 
Swedish, one Portuguese, one Spaniard 
and one American. 


The mortality table for the month of 


July shows that eighteenpersons died of 
consumption and seventeen of typhoid 
fever during July. Eighty males and 
but thirty-four females died of tne ex- 
cessive total of 114 deaths, and of these 
fifty-three were Hawallans and but six 
Americans.

to Quit but Foreigners-

LONDON. July 25, 12.45 p. m.—The War 


Office has received the following dis- 
patch from Lord Roberts: 


^ "VANDERMEK WEST STATION, July 


24.—We made a general advance yester- 
day from the position we have been hold- 
Ing, east of Pretoria, since June 12th 
Ian Hamilton, from the north, reached 
Rustfonteln, seven miles north of 
hurst Spruit on July 22d. This so com- 
pletely surrounded the enemy's line of re- 
treat that they abandoned the strong 
position they had been occupying In front 
of Pole Carew. 
Stephenson's br'gade 


advanced yesterday unopposed to Elands 
River Station. Our right was protected 
bx the First and Fourth Brigade of cav- 
a'ry under French and Button's mounted 
nfantry. The former crossed east of Wll- 
gee river. 
"Telegraph and railway communication 


were restored last night. 
"In the supply train captured at Roode- 
val were 200 Welsh Fuslleera, most oi 
whom had been prisoners. Dewet's force 
18 contlnu'ngr to move northeasterly. It 
was at Roodepoort, July 22d, with Broad- 
wood not far behind, and Little's caval- 
ry brigade following Broadwood. 
"Baden-Powell reports as follows: 
"MAGATA FARM. July 22-Colonels 
Arey and Lushlngton, with 450 men, 
drove 1,000 Boers from a very strong posi- 
tion and scattered them with considerable 
loss. Our casualties were six filled auu 
nineteen wounded." 
It Is not clear whether the- supply train 
and 200 Fusiliers mentioned In the above 
dispatch are Identical with the train and 
one hundred Cameron Highlanders, the 
capture of which was reported by Lord 
Roberts in his communication of July 22.. 


The following Uspatch from Lord Rob- 
erts has been received at the War Office: 
"BRONKHURST SPRUIT, 
Tuesday, 
July 84.—We marched here today. This Is 
the place where the Ninety-fourth was at- 
tacked December 20, 1880. The graves of 
the officers and men are in fair preserva- 
tion, and will now be put In good order. 
Thte march was unopposed, but French's 
cavalry and Button's mounted infantry, 
making a wide detour on our right, met 
bodies of the enemy. These were driven 
back, leaving several dead and wounded. 
A good many were also captured. Our 
casualties were one killed. 


"Broadwood reports that he captured 
five of Dewet's wagons today. He was 
waiting at Vredefort until Little joined 
him." 


BQJSRS FOLLOW KRUEQER. 


BRONKHORST SPRUIT, Tuesday, Ju- 
ly 2t—Thrf tfoera, having got wind pf the 
British advance, .lave evacuated all their 
positions and are reported to be- moving 
to the northeast, towards Leydenberg, 
whither President Krueger is going. A 
portion of the Boers remain north of 
Bushveldt, whence they attempt to inter- 
rupt communications on this line. 
The bridges here and smaller bridges to 
the east have been destroyed. 
The British force comprises two bri- 
gades under Genera! French and a bri- 
gade and a half under General Hamilton. 
It Is not 1'kely that the advance upon 
Uiddleburg will be contested. The Boers 
remaining upon their farms state that 
nost of the burghers are anxious to bring 
matters to a finish but that the foreign- 
ers are persistent. 


ROBERTS' NEW TACTICS. 


NEW YORK. July 36.-A dispatch to 


the Tribune from London says: 
The campaign in South Africa has tak- 
en an unexpected turn. 
Lord Roberts' 


army has advanced to Bronkhorst Spruit, 
about half way between Pretoria and 
MIddleburg. He is leaving Pretoria and 
Johannesburg under a strong guard, and 
acting on the theory that the Boers profit 
by his halts and lose whenever his col- 
umns are in motion. The Boers have at- 
tempted to thwart his plans by raids west 
and north of Pretoria and to hold him 
back by hanging on his flanks, just as 
they did when he set out from Bloemfon- 
teln to Pretoria. He has again .pushed 
ahead, and is striking for the gateways to 
the Lydenberg district, leaving Lord 
Methuen and General Baden-Powell lo 
suppress the raiders in the western dis- 
trict and Colonel Broadwood to pursue 
General Dewet across the Vaal. 
It Is not clear whether General Dewet 
has made a fresh haul of 200 prisoners be- 
onglng to the Welsh Fusiliers, near Rood- 
orral, or whether this incident is an 
amended form of the previous account of 
the capture o* 100 Highlanders. 


The situation Is most confusing, and 
veterans are .shaking their heads over It, 
but apparently Lord Roberts has decided 
that the best method of suppressing guer- 
rilla warfare Is to follow the railway to- 
ward the entrance to the Lydenburg dis- 
trict, and to cut oft Boer communicat'ons 
with the only remaining base of supplies

OCEANIC LINE 


Will 
Secure 
Mail 
Service

Zealand. 


WELLINGTON (New Zealand), July 


16.—The question of the new mail ser- 
vice between San Francisco and New 
Zealand and the Australian colonies is 
now agitating the minds of the people 
here. Under the old postal act of the 
United States the Oceanic Steamship 
Line, controlled by the Spreckels peo- 
ple, has secured an annual subsidy of 
from 9200,000 to $250,000 a year for a 
new service. The term of the contract 
is for ten years, and the service is to be 
a three-weekly one, the steamers call- 
ing at Honolulu, Samoa, New Zealand 
and Sydney. This la the route of the 
existing service, which Is participated 
m and was originated by the Union 
Steamship Company of New Zealand, 
which company now holds the mall 
contracts at this end. 


The -Oceanic, having secured this 


large subsidy from the United States 
Government, and as the Unitea States 
navigation act must apply to the Ha- 
waiian Islands., th'e British boat, own- 
ed by the Union Company, falls out oi 
the trade. So the Oceanic "Company 
now wishes to aecnre an additional 
mail subsidy of $126,000 from the New 
Zealand and New South Wales Gov- 
ernmehts, and a strong effort will be 
malfe to accomplish this during the 
coming season of Parliament. 


It seems probable that there will 


soon spring up an agitation for re- 
sumption of an all-red service via Van- 
couver. The Vancouver service does 
not call at New Zealand nor New 
South Wales, but has its termination 
at Queensland. The service is owned 
by the .New Zealand Shipping Company 
and may, if an outcry is raised, be sub- 
sidized to come to New Zealand. In 
this case new and fast steamers would 
be built and a large amount of the Am- 
erican-Colonial passenger trade would 
be diverted to Canada.

Elderly Court Functionary. 


NEW YORK, July 23.—A cable to the 


Sun from Vienna says: The announce- 
ment by King Alexander of Servla of-his 
betrothal to Mme. Maschin, formerly la- 
dy in waiting to Queen Natalie, caused a 
sensation throughout Servia ana a com- 
motion In Vienna. She is of obscure birth 
and twelve years older than King Alex- 
ander. The Servian Ministry upon leani- 
ng of the betrothal on Saturday prompt- 
ly resigned, and the King as yet has tail- 
ed to find successors to them. The match 
Is iPRarded in Belgrade as preposterous 
and a menace to the State. Feeling Is so 
strong that the King has placed a guard 
around lime, Maschln's house, fearing 
hat an attempt might be made to abduct 
her. 
Ex-Kfng Milan, King Alexander's fath- 


er, who was taking the waters at Carls- 
bad, learned of the betrothal with utter 
amazement last night.

CANNOT SUE TERRITORY, 


Government May Keep 


Land. 


Decision of Supreme Court In Case 


of Much Importance—Hilo 


Land Case. 


Actions In ejectment may not bo prose- 
cuted against the Territorial Government 
unless t consents to be sued. This prin- 
ciple was established yes erday by a decl 
sion of the Supreme Court In the eject- 
ment case of John B Bush et al against 
the Terr.tory ol HawalL 
The case was one to recover certain 


parcels of land In Honolulu which were 
located In that part of the city known as 
the Charles Kanalna estate The defend 
ant demurred, generally, leaving the sole 
question to be determined by the Court 
whether ejectment lies against the Terri- 
tory. The Government may be sued wher*1 
it consents, the opinion holds, but It Is 
contended that actions of ejectment mav 
be maintained against it under the sec- 
tion of the Territorial laws- which gives 
the Supreme Court Jurisdiction of all 
claims against the .Government founded 
upon any statute of the Territory or upon 
any regu'atlon of an executive 
depart- 


ment or upon any contract, expressed or 
Implied with the Government, and all 
claims which may be referred to It by 
the Legislature. Claims against the Gov- 
ernment may be founded upon statutes 
wnicn provide for the payment of salaries, 
pensions, etc., but not upon a statute 
which merely provides to some extent 
what course of procedure may be pursued 
in ordinary actions of ejectment. 


On other points the reasoning ts the 
same ami the court sustains the Govern- 
ment's demurrer and dismisses the com- 
plaint. L. M. Robblnaj assistant to the 
Attorney General, appeared for the Gov- 
prnn1"""!, and Magoon and Long for the 
plaintiffs. 


MUST DELIVER DEED. 


The Supreme Court jesterday handed 
down a decision In favor of the defend- 
ants In the case of John Bohnenberg et al 
vs Anna Z'mmerman et al The case was 
for the cancellation of a deed delivered In 
escrow and for the forfeiture of a cash 
paympct made on account of the pur- 
chase price of the land. There was also 
a cross bill for the delivery of the deed 
upon payment of the balance. 
The suit Involves land near Hilo. Zim- 


merman made the purchase of land, pay 
ing 1200 down on the price, $2,600, 
and 
agreeing to pay the balance, $2,300, with- 
in a certain period. He p*!d it In 
tn«- 


form of a check before the time had 
elapsed, but Bohnenberg refused to ac- 
cept It and demanded gold. It was not 
to be obtained In Hilo and Zimmerman 
was not able to get It together until ten 
days later, when he paid It with the in- 
terest. But Bohnenberg refused to turn 
01 or the deeds, hence the suit. The Court 
holds that In equity t'me Is not to be re- 
garded as of the essence of the contract 
uniwp the intention to make It so clea.-ly 
appears. 
The opinion was written by Chief Jus- 
tice Frear, and Is signed by Fwmer Cir- 
cuit Judge Stanley, sitting in place of 
Judge Perry, who was absent, and S. II. 
Ballou, of the Honolulu bar, In place of 
Justice Galbral'.h, who was disqualified.

WAR IN EARNEST 


AT PANAMA CITY 


Two 
Hundrpd 
Killpd 
and 


Wouud'-d During Part 


Of a Day. 


NEW YORK. July 25.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama, dated July 
24, says: 
Fighting ia now going on in the out- 
skirts of this city. 
Large numbers of revolutionary for- 
ces reached the suburbs early this 
morning and began a vigorous attack, 
which is still in progress. The rifle 
flre Is sharp and continuous and at in- 
tervals the artillery fire Is heavy and 
severe. 
Government forces are making t 
strong resistance in the 
intrenched 
positions they have occupied for sever- 
al days 
It is calculated that 200 men 
have been killed or wounded so far. 
among them being many well known 
residents of this city. 
The Red Cross hospital here Is filled 
with wounded" and dying soldiers. All 
available doctors and nurses and sisters 
of charity are caring for them. These 
are being aided by many private per- 
sons, both Colombians and foreigners. 
Their assistance is Invaluable, and is 
worthy of the highest enconlums. The 
help of the ambulance corps of the 
British cruiser Leander has again been 
requested in caring for the wounded, 
and efforts are now being 
made to 
bring about a short armistice in order 
to bury th>> dead and pick 
up 
the 


wounded still In the trenches. 
Among the wounded Is General Loza- 


da. formerly In command of the Gov- 
ernment troops, who took refuge with 
others on the cruiser Leander on Sat- 
urday. He returned to shore today~and 
took the place of a private in the ranks, 
fighting with the bravest 
Every possible effort has been made 
by the foreign Consuls here to pre- 
vent a disastrous conflict In the streets 
of U|»e city, but they have not been suc- 
cessful 


General Herrera, commander In chief 


of the revolutionists, la still at CorOzal, 
but It Is believed he will soon join hla 
forces now In action.

After firing had ceased under this 
agreement, Hezekiah A. Gudger, the 
American Consul 'General and the Brit- 
ish Consul, acting in beha f of the en- 
tire consular corps, had a long and im- 
portant conference with the revolu 
tionary leaders. Through their inter- 
vention both sides consented to extend 
the armistice until noon tomorrow. 
The Consuls are using every effort 
to prevent a bombardment of the city 
by tne insurgents. Consul Gudger In 
especially active in this work because 
of the treaty obligations which requlr* 
the United States to Insure the neu- 
trality of the Isthmus of Panama and 
preserve freedom of transit on the rail- 
roads. 
General Campo Zerrano, Titular Gov- 


ernor of Panama, has arrived in Colon 
withT.,Ow>» troops from Baranqnilla. H? 
Is expected to reach Panama with theae 
reinforcements during, the night.

The armistice has brought great re- 
lief to the panic-stricken citizens of 
Panama. It has enabled them to ap- 
pear in the streets with safety, which 
could not be done while the firing con- 
fined, for stray bullets were constantly 
dropping in the city. Several persons 
were wounded by these bullets. 
The ambulance corps from the Brit- 
ish cruiser Leander, which was asked 
by the Government to help In attend- 
ance upon the wounded, landed thin 
morning and rendered valuable assist- 
ance.

OLAA IS TO BE 


ion And a Quarter 


Issue. 


Rpports of Prosperous Condition of 


Plantation by Agents and, 


Officers. 


A meeting of the stockholders of the 


Olaa Sugar Comiany was held yester- 
day morning at the Chamber of Comv 
merce, to consider a proposition to is- 
sue bonds for the purpose of assisting 
In the development and equipment of 
the 
plantation 
Stockholders 
were 


present or lepresented by praxy to the 
number of 1C0.301 shares. 


A recommendation of the directors 


was presented to the stockholders that 
they authorize the Issue of bonds not 
to exceed $1 2EO 000. bearing interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent, the same to be 
issued from time to time as they were 
needed. 


'1 he president stated that the object 


of the proposed issue was to obv ate 
the necessity for calling assessments 
as rapidly as would be required during 
the next few months 
for developing 


the plantation and paying for the mill. 
if assessments alone were relied upon. 


The original estimates of the amount 


necessary to bring the plantation *up to 
a paying basis were being 
followed 


very closely, the expenditures 
up to 


July 1st having exceeded the estimates 
by only $30.000, with the exception, that 
the taking over the Kihei mill at an 
earlier date than a mill would have 
been otherwise ordered had necessitat- 
ed an additional payment of About 
$250.000. If all the expenses of 
the 


plantation were to be met. from now 
until January next, by assessments, It 
w ould require the levying of about 35 
per cent. 
„ ' ' 


The directors, said the president, ha* 


gi\en careful 
consideration to the 


financial situation and had ascertained 
that tt would be difficult and in many 
cases impossible for the assessable 
stockholders to meet this large demand 
In so short a time, and in order that 
there might be no delay In carrying on 
the development and equipment of the 
plantation, It had been decided to rec- 
ommend this method as being the one 
most beneficial to all concerned. 


It was nr/t Intended to discontinue as- 


sessrrents entirely but to call them in 
slowly so that stockholders would be 
better able to meet them. In pursuance 
of this policy the ten per; cent ass^as- 
ment which had been levied for Aug- 
ust first and been revoked and a two 
and one-half per cent or 50 cents a 
share payable August 10th levied in- 
stead. 


STATUS OF PLANTATION. 


The president said he had made fre- 


quent visits to the plantation and had 
just returned therefrom. The cane was 
in splendid condition-. 


The area planted for the flrst crop 


was In round numbers 2,400 acres, and 
by the first week in September the 
manager -expected to have the full crop 
of 3,000 acres In the ground. 


In addition to this amount, the Olaa 


mill will grind at this crop 500 acres 
tor the* Puna Sugar 
Co'nVpany.

acres being planted by outside contrac- 
tors who were planting on shares OTJ 
company lands, and several hundred 
acres being planted by outside land- 
o\\ ners, making a total crop of between 
4,000 and 4,509 acres. 


AGENTS HAVE CONFIDENCE. * 
Mr. J. P 
Cooke of Alexander & 


Baldwin stated that he wished on be- 
half of the agents to correct a rumor 
which had come to him chat the agents 
did not have confidence in the planta- 
tion. 
He wished to say, on the con- 


trary, that the agents had every con- 
fidence in the plantation, and that In 
his opinion an enormous amount of 
work had been economically accom- 
plished by Mr. McStocker; that no 
other plantation that Alexander 
& 


Baldwin were connected with had more 
than 200 acres of cane In for the crop 
of 1902, while Olaa had 
about 2.400; 


that this was a remarkable showing, 
which he had not deemed possible. He 
thought the stockholders had every 
reason to be pleased with the condition 
of the plantation and the work wii'ch 
had been done there, 


Mr W. O. Smith stated In substance 


that he had Just visited the plantation 
and that the lands appeared vv;ry fer- 
tile There was no question that cane 
grew well upon them at all ulevations. 
from 250 feet up to 2.000 feet: that Olaa 
had the advantage in this respect of 
the experience of Walakea and Wai-

Dr. Wood also made a statement con- 
cerning the meat which Is p/ovlded the 
settlers. He said that It had been re- 
ported to him that the beef was so 
bad that half of the settlers were not 
drawing their ration of It as ft was en- 
tirely unfit to be eaten.
